the colonies, it learned a lesson that had -its effect and the re- 
sult that each and every colony of Britian, so long as it is not 
openly disloyal), enjoys an absolute independence which makes 
that colony the supreme arbiter in its own domestic affairs. 
Bat let us suppose that conscription is adopted in Britian, con- 
scription would not come in Canada on the advice or with the 
consent of the British parliament: The only chance of con- 
scription being enforced in Canada would come asa result ot 
this dominion being the direct cause of the war.

From cach 
house one man* has gone and from 
Many several, for large families are 
hot unusual in the suburbs. The women

Gases found life unendurable, and have 
t away their household goods, 
Closed their shutters, and gone: back 
to the mother’s, or _the father’s home 
im the provinces. ‘ 
The closed houses. only séebattinnd 
the loneliness of those which remain 
open, and nowhere is there any air 
of normal life. The days pass in quict 
monontony; all ‘work and no play is 
@ rule; and it is not unusual for 
the mistress of the house to find her- 
self charged, not-merely. with the cara 
of the family, but also with the re 
sponsibility of her husband’s business. 
This, with the supervision of her 
children’s education, is no mean task, 
and with the added anxiety for the 
men in danger or the cruel certainty 
that death has passed, the already 
serious middle-class FrenchWoman has 


‘become yet more serious. 


In some of the suburbs the question 
of the household marketing has be 
come quite a weighty one, -for not 
only are things expensive, but they 
are more difficult to get than in the 
centre of the city. The butchers have 
been municipalized, and the cooks |“ 
and housewives have to get the day's 
supplies before mid-day from the ene 
and only authorized butcher. They 
are finding the prices very much 
higher. ; 

The middie classes in the suburbs 
suffer much from the increased cost 
of living and the stagnation in. bual- 
heas. Many of them have but few 
savings and some have none. Where. 
the men of the family have gone and 
business has stopped, misery is left 
behind, and it is not easy for people 
of this class to join the working wo- 
man and apply for State grants and 
soup at the Matfrie. 

Even when there is no war, there 
is not much haphagard visiting in the 
Paris -suburbs, for no class in France 
is lees given to chance hospitality than 
the middle classes which inhabit thos; 
fantastio little villas. Neighbors have 
no claims on each other, and only 
kinship or very old friendship opens 
the front door. fach family, with 
its own particular little circle of 
friends, has no social ambitions be- 
yond those to which it was born.. The 
older women have renounced their 
shopping expeditions, their theatre 
parties followed by a little supper at 
@ restaurant, the girls have given up 
their cinemas, their singing lessons 
and their ire and all are knitting 
or crocheting rd. as they can. 
Even the enildr retry to do some. 
thing for the soldiers, and many of 
them have sent toys to the refugee 
children. Red Cross nurses come from 
many of these quaintly constructed 
houses, and boy scouts over-run them 
{n the holidays. 


The Collision Mat 


The collision mat, which is carried 
Dy all warships, is a very valuable 
part of the vessel's equipment and 
often prevents a ship sinking when 
she has been badly hit by the enemy. 

The mat varies in size from 10 to 
15 feet square and is made of sail- 
cloth into which bas been interwoven 
a@ number of “thrums,” or pieces of 
tarry hemp, closely knit together. 

In case of the vessel being dam- 
aged by shells or collision the mat 
is lowered and held over the hole by 
the ropes which are attached to it, 

The pressure of the water forces 
the mat closely over the gap and thus 
temporarily stops the leak till it can 
be closed frem within.

U.S. Fleet Can Traverse 
Panama in a Day 
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Proof of This Afforded in Handling 
of Naval Practice Squadron 

Proof that the entire present main 
American battleship fleet, made up of 
four divisions of five ships each and a 
flagship, 1a’ total of twenty-one, could 
be passed through the Panama canal 
in one day. has been afforded by the 
handling of the Naval Academy prac- 
tice squadron in, the canal-locks -on 
its way to and from the Panama Pa- 
cific Exposition. 

The squadron, composed. of the 
battleships .Missouri, Ohio and Wis- 
consin, the Jargest warships which 
have so far used the canal, were put 
through the locks at Pedro, Miguel 
and MirafloreS, the Missouri and Chio 
simultaneously in parallel, wtih. the 
Wisconsin directly in the rear.

Phosphates of Lime Deposits 


A Valuable Discovery is Made in the 
National Park at Banff 

Frank D. Adams, Ph. D., dean of the 
faculty of applied science at McGiil 
university, reports a valuable disco:- 
ery of phosphate’‘of lime made in the 
| Banff National park by him, in com- 
pany with W. J. Dick, mining engineer 
of the commission of conservation. 
|The discovery may have a far-reach 
ing effect on the grain growing indus- 
try of Canada, in view of this sub- 
stance being the best known fertilizer 
Its special-value to-western Canada is 
that it is practically the only thing that 
can be used to ke up the fertility 
of a soil that is being continually crop- 
ped. 

The. two men were sent out to look 
for phosphate of lime, following re 
cent discoveries in the states «° 
Idaho,- Utah, Wyoming and Montana. 
They believed that should the Rocky 
Mountains of Canada contain similar 
geological formations ag the locall- 
ties where the lime had been dis- 
eovered they would also find deposits’ 
of the lime. . 3 

This proved to be the case. They 
went to ’Montanz, examining the de- 
posits near Butte, then passed into 
Canada, investigating the strata of 
the mountains in the North Kootenay 
pass, the Crow's Nest. pass: and the 
Banff National park. In the park, 
they found the desired geological 
horizon, and eventually the lime. 

Dr. Adams thinks the lime exists 
there in commercial quartities. There 
is no other known deposits along 
;the north shore of the Ottawa river. 
jit appears only on the eastern slope 
of the Rockies, where tlie rocks are 
carbonaceous, 

Another interesting discovery made 
was the existence of three hitherts 
unrecorded coal seams near the 
summit of the South Kooteney pass.
